,  Vkt  humanity  is  hke  a  \»ht  ocean 
continually  tossed  I  sick  ami  forth  hy 
the  pr&iK’IIitig  force  of  gram!  ideas, 
noble  aApirationa,  ami  their  reverse 
the  mean W  usual,  and  grovelling  self- 
ishnehs  of\ita  metnlgrs.  Upon  the 
crest  of  each\wave  welling  up  from  the 
depths  of  hutnan  discontent,  rides  tli 
mau  of  great  activity,  sturdy  self  re¬ 
liance,  and  unquestioning  belief  in  the 
sacrednesA  of  his  cause.  Every  heroic 
period  in  the  life  of  a  nation  briuj 
forth  its  Love  joy  8,  its  Garrisons,  its 
Phillipses  Mid  its  JohnNProw  na.  Their 
hobby  is  ridden  somethin*  effectively. 
Sometimes  with  disastrous  results  to 
themselves.  Yet  the  world  must  l>e 
kept  up  to  its  duty  even  at  thk  expense 
of  life,  comfort  and  happiness^ 

Behind  the  enthusiasts  upon  the 
hobbies  come  the  camp  followers  scent 
ing  the  battle  from  afar,  ami  eager  to 
descend  up>n  the  spoils.  For  t) 
hobby  riders  there  is  resp-ct  mingle 
with  pity,  at  the  futility  of  their  efforts, 
for  the  hungry  aspirants  for  office 
there  is  only  contempt. 

A  lull  in  the  conflict  betwee^  the 
two  great  political  parties  has  brought 
an  unusual  number  of  hobbies  to  the 
front.  The  Prohibition  party,  the 
United  Labor  party,  the  Socialistic 
party,  the  Union  Labor  party,  the 
Mugwump  contingent  with  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  Reform  ideas,  aikl  the  small  rem¬ 
nant  of  Greenbackers. 

Each  has  its  pet  hobby,  slab-sided, 
gaunt,  red  eyed,  or  well-fed,  stout,  and 
full-limbed.  With  each  change  some 
of  the  hosts  of  the  grand  old  parties 
fall  victims  to  the  zeal  of  these  new 
contestants.  Yet  they  remain  at  lust 
but  hobby-horses,  lacking  the  breath 
of  life,  and  the  stability  ami  strength 
of  living  animals. 
t  The  most  of  them  are  hut  rag  babies 
filled  with  sawdust,  which  is  soou  scat¬ 
tered  to  the  four  winds.  Yet  some 
discontent  is  generally  at  the"  basis  of 
third  parties;  a  discontent  which  must 
be  satisfied  before  their  power  is  Gis- 
sijjated. 

Of  the  many  issues  which  these  have 
brought  forward  there  is  none  more 
pressing  than  the  Reform  of  the  Civil 
Service..  It  is  of  that  moral  force  which 
is  likely  to  reach  the  masses ;  for  upon 
its  success  depends  every  other’ reform. 
Neither  temperance  .men,  nor  labor 
men  can  hope  to  secure  reforms  in 
their  respective  fields  until  office-hold¬ 
ers  are  made  responsive  to  the  will  of 
the  people.  Methods  of  nomination 
and  election  niust  be  adopted  which 
Bhall  permit  the  fullest  expression  of 
individual  opinion  and  prevent  the  per- 
' version  of  public  moneys  and  public 
offices  to  individual  and  partisan  uses. 
The  control  of  primaries  and  conven¬ 
tions  has  passed  almost  entirely  into 
the  hands  of  office-holders.  The  time 
of  executive  officers  is  largely  take 
up  in  dispensing  patronage  to  the  ne¬ 
glect  of  the  public  business.  Even- 
president,  senator,  congressman,  or 
other  public  officer  lias  felt  tlve  con¬ 
stant  pressure  of  this  wretched  busi 
ness.  Who  will  mount  his  hobby,  and 
carry  the  war  against  the  spoils  sys-. 
tern,  to  a  successful  issue  f 

Such  an  one,  too,  must  love  the  fight, 
be  iron  hearted,  and  no  lover  of  ease. 
The  world  accepts  new  ideas  only  after 
a  long  and^hitter  struggle.  Who  will 
enter  the  lists?  Those  already  iu  the 
conflict  have  shown  themselves  un¬ 
equal  to  the  emergency.  One  or  other 
of  the  great  parties  must  accept  the 
gage  of  battle,  and  carry  it  to  a  sue 
cessful  issue.  From  the  Democratic 
party  nothing  in  this  field  is  to  be 
hoped  for.  Through  the  President, 
their  leader,  they  have  shamelessly  be- 
tyaved  those  who  once  trusted  them. 
There  is  hope  only  in  the  Republican 
party,  with  its  noble  traditions,  high 
aims,  and  grand  purjioses.  Let  us 
take  up  this  work,  and  carry  it  to  a 
successful  issue.  With  a  new  moral 
purpose,  the  work  of  disintegration  in 
its  ranks  will  stop,  and  success  once 
more  crown  its  efforts.
